A new city administration took office 
in Elba on Monday of this week, The 
official ceremony was held Monday 
evening at 6 p.m. with Circuit Judge 
Terry Butts administering the oath to 
the mayor and four councilmen, A 
last-minute addition was the request by 
incoming councilman David Stokes for 
his father, City Judge Jackson W. 
Stokes, to perform the ceremony for 
Councilman Stokes. 


Butts also conducted the ceremony 
for newly-hired Police Chief Ray Norris 
and the new Assistant Chief Roger 
Booth, following their being hired by 
the Council during their organizational 
meeting. 


Immediately after the swearing-in 
ceremony, newly-installed Mayor Bob 
English asked Minister Terry Gunnells 
to lead the group in prayer. English has 
previously announced he intended for 
each meeting to be opened with prayer, 
and is preparing a list of all Elba 
churches and will rotate the honors of 
leading the group in prayer at their 
twice-monthly meetings. 


The new city fathers had done 
extensive planning for the day they 
were to take office, and Saturday 
afternoon met together to put the final 
touches’ on their plans for the first day in 
office. This procedure is highly 
recommended by the League of Munic- 
ipalities. Not only did the group discuss 
the various appointments to be made, 
but also decided just which member 
would make each motion and the one to 
second the motions. This procedure 
8 up routine appointments re- 
quired by law and removes confusion 
from a newly-elected council. 


Councilman Sharpless’ motion to 
change the twice-monthly meetings 
from Tuesday back to Monday evenings 
at 6 p.m. was approved unanimously. 
The Elba city fathers had stopped 
meeting on Monday nights when 
Monday night football became popular 
and several of the council members at 
that time were avid pro-football fans. 
This had never been changed until this 
time, but talks by councilmen indicated 
a Monday time would work smoother 
with their business commitments. 


Sharpless was again named Mayor 
Pro-Tem on a motion by Councilman 
L.F. Inman. Sharpless has served the 
last four years in this position. The 
office is purely an honorary one unless 
the mayor is out of town or sick. At that 
time the Mayor Pro-Tem will preside 
over meetings. If the mayor, for any 
reason, leaves office, Sharpless will 
hold the office of mayor only until the 
entire council meets and selects a 
mayor. It could be Sharpless, another 
councilman or any Elba citizen. 


Jack Prescott was named City Clerk 
by the incoming council. The motion to 
name Prescott was made by Sharpless, 
and after some kidding of Prescott who 
was present at the meeting, the vote to 
retain Prescott was unanimous. He has 
served under three former mayors. 


The office of Chief of Police will be 
filled by Ray Norris. Norris is a former 
member of the Elba Police Department 
and a former chief deputy of the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department. The 
motion by Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
was approved on a 4-1 vote with 
Councilman David Stokes voting no. 

Stokes, however, made the motion 
to hire Roger Booth as Assistant Chief. 
This was approved unanimously. 


A new position of City Engineer was 
announced by Mayor English, and 
Hawkins quickly made a motion to name 
Jim Williams to the job. . Williams 
retired from a career with the Alabama 
Highway Department, with many years 
experience in supervising employees. 
English said that Williams had agreed 
to take the position soon after the 
election, after laughing at the sug- 
gestion at a fish fry during the 
campaign. Williams will serve without 
pay at his own request. 


Sharpless made the motion to 
appoint English, Hawkins and Council- 
man Charles Kennett to the Water and 
Electric Board for a four-year term. 
These terms automatically expire at the 
end of their term of office. Hawkins has 
been serving for about two years as 
Manager of the Water and Electric 
Department, and without pay. He has 
responded often to - ‘‘Why?”’ - with the 
explanation that he enjoys the work and 
it keeps him active. Hawkins is a 
retired Civil Service employee with 
years of experience in maintaining 
water and electric systems.

month, The council couldn’t pass on the 
merits of the bills but only checked to 
insure that purchase orders'had been 
issued and the items actually: received,

BRUNSON HEADS EGYPTIAN TOUR

After several most in- 
teresting days in Cairo and 
Memphis with Ramases Il, 
the Sphinx, the Giza 
Pyramids, oblisks, and a 
room full of 300 mummies 
(including the Pharoahs) at 
the Cairo Museum, one of 
the world’s biggest and best, 
especially of its kind, we took 
an all-night ride (12 hours) 
on a Pullman train South up 
the Nile to Luxor. 

We arrived at Luxor at 
7:00 a.m, and were im- 
mediatlely whisked away to 
our Horus Hotel named after 
an Egyptian God in beauti- 
fully decorated horse-drawn 
carriages awaiting us at the 
train station. 

Upon arriving at our 
Hotel our spirits were lifted 
as we looked out over the city 
into a Moslem Church and an 
excavated temple dating 
back to centuries B.C. 
Beyond it was the beautiful 
Nile with a background of 
arid, reddish brown moun- 
tains (the Land of the Kings 
and Queens) the most 
amazing sight I have ever 
seen. Palm trees stood on 
both sides of the Nile with 
much other greenery, es- 
pecially crops, that are 
grown year round even with 
no rain at all but from 
irrigation by way of canals 
from the Nile and an- 
tiquated, animal pulled 
pumps used to supply water: 
to everything that grows. 
Cairo gets only two weeks of 
rain a year, so you can see 
how important the Nile is to 
the total existence. It’s no 
wonder the people for 
centuries worshiped the Nile. 

The two temples un- 
covered in 1897 after, 
devastating floods over the 
centuries were sights to 
behold! The City of Luxor 
was built over one of them 
until they discovered it. 
Karnak, the other, covered 
over SO acres and one just 
cannot imagine anything like 
it. There were in one area 
154 columns that would take 
10 people with arms ut- 
stretched and connecting to 
reach around just one 
column. They were at least 
100 to 125 feet tall and every 
inch was carved in some- 
thing, some even in color. 

Today we left for a trip 
across the Nile (pretty and 
clear) by a big boat with 
several hundred passengers 
to the West Bank to visit the 
Land of the Queens and the 
Land of the Kings. On the 
way we saw. grotesque 
statues that served as an 
entrance to the ‘‘Lands.”’ 
King Tut’s funeral March 
was through the Entrance. 
Further on, we passed an 
entire village which was built 
years ago of mud-baked brick 
by Metro Goldwyn Mayer for 
the filming of the Bible, 
directed by Cecil B. DeMille. 

The Land of the Kings 
trip began with the story of 
King Tut, whose Tomb was 
accidentally discovered in 
1922, completely intact, 
down under what looked like 
a natural pyramid on the 
weird looking mountains 
described earlier. We went 
inside and saw King Tut in 
his coffin with a mask of gold 
of his likeness over his entire 
body. All his treasures, 
artifacts, etc., had been 
removed, but the drawings 
on the walls were the most 
colorful and elaborate we had 
seen. His treasures are still 
touring the U.S, Others are 
in the Cairo Museum. 
Having heard’ the story of 
this unimportant King, but 
somehow buried in all his 
riches and _ elaborateness, 
made the vist worthwhile. 

The mountains were all 
these tombs were located 
mever receives rain and is the 
hottest driest on the Earth. 
In the distance from my hotel 
room they look magnificant, 
majestic, but as one ap- 
proaches them there’s some- 
thing weird and deadly about 
them. The West Bank of 
Luxor is known as the ‘Land 
of the Queens,”’ and it shows 
it. Even the people there 
living in medieval mud 
houses look undernourished 
and listless. It is almost not 
believable that people still 
live in this manner after 
thousands of years. There's 
just no comparison anywhere 
in the good ole U.S.A. 
Someone commented, *‘The 
only hope these people have 
is in the after-life.”’ 

Learned yesterday that 
all the water from the Nile 
comes from the heavy rains 
in Sudan, parts of Ethiopia, 
and deeper in the heart of 
Africa. 

It should be one of the 
‘Eight Wonders of the 
World,’’ flowing North, 
through deserts for hundreds 
of miles and literally 


watering the deserts, 
“causing them to bloom.” 
I've never seen anything like 
it. It is hard to understand 
how it provides enough water 
for the thousands of canals 
branched off from it. Yet, it 
flows briskly and with full 
banks and clear enough to 
drink, and the Arabs do - 
cupped in their hands. 

Last evening on a sailboat 
ride up the Nile in the 
moonlight to Banana Island, 
we had a delightful three 
hour trip, sailing along the 
shore observing the people 
watering their cattle, bathing 
(kids in the nude), washing 
their clothes, 
boat asking for gift, sailing 
along-side other boats, con- 
versing, singing, joking and 
playing games. 

Upon arrival to the 
Banana Island, we all ate 
bananas (yellow and green - 
both good), Mangoes (first 
time I had ever eaten them) 
and dates. In a near jungle 
setting, we sat around tables 
covered with banana leaves, 
ate fruits and enjoyed 
ourselves. 

After leaving, we loaded 
up, pushed off into the Nile 
after dark and headed back. 
Instead of returning im- 
mediately, the guide had the 
operator to pull alongside an 
island to anchor and let 
anyone who wished go 
swimming. Since it was 
dark and the current was so 
swift, he had a rope tied 
around each and let him or 
her jump off. The swift 
current would immediately 
float them down stream and 
they would have to be pulled 
in. It amounted to just a dip 
as the water had gotten 
pretty chilly at this time. But, 
they loved it! Even one of the 
men took a plunge. Said he 
almost froze. Since the 
current was with us, it did 
not take long to return, 
arriving back about 8:00 p.m. 

We checked out of the 
Horus Hotel (the least com- 
fortable of all our hotels) at 
7:00 a.m. and took Horse. 
Carriages to the train station 
for an 8:00 a.m. departure 
to Aswan - further up the 
Nile and a scheduled three- 
hour train ride, Upon 
arriving, we were told the 
train would be an hour late, 
then two hours. It arrived at 
10:00 and left at 10:30 a.m. 

We finally arrived at 
Aswan! And our spirits were 
lifted - with wide streets 
(even boulevards), fewer 
horse drawn carriages and 
less horse manure strewn all 
over the streets, new 
buildings, nice thriving store 
fronts, attractive shrubbery 
and other greenery. But, we 
held an abated breath 
awaiting to see the Grand 
Hotel. Fortunately, we were 
happily pleased. 

We visited the ‘‘un- 
finished Obelisk,’’ a sight to 
behold! Can you ‘imagine 
Obelisks weighing tons being 
cut out of a mountain of 
granite, lifted out, placed on 
rafts on the Nile and floated 
to their pre-selected sites 
and mounted - with all the 
accompanying problems 
1500 B.C.? The whole idea 
seemed unreal as are a lot of 
things in this amazing 
Country. The work of cutting 
it out of the mountain was 
almost finished when the 
Egyptians, who were per- 
fectionists discovered two 
flaws in the upper portion 
near the point and decided to 
abandon it. The spaces 
ground out and chipped away 

all around it were wide and 
deep, adequate for several 
men to use in their work. 


Following the trip to the 
unfinished Obelisk, we 
toured the first Egyptian 
Dam that was built in two 
stages - first in 1902 and 

»ain in 1934 - the latter to 
give it more height, It served 
for some flood control, irriga- 
tion and electricity in the 
local area. 

The second High Aswan 
Dam, the largest of its kind 
in the world, was built by the 
Russians in the 1960's, after 
being turned down by the 
United States. The Dam is 
enormous and the water 
flowing through the openings 
is a fantastic sight. The 
Spray, like Niagara Falls, 
was so intense that it seemed 
like rain. I ir bows 
occured in the spray below. 

The Dam formed Lake 
Nasser. It is enormous and 
even reaches up into Sudan, 
the next Country to the South 
where the heavy rainfall 
comes from to form the Nile. 
They have joint relationships 
on how much of the stored 
water can be used. Sudan, 
i'm told, is about 150 miles 
away. It borders Ethigvia. 

From there we visited the 
Aga Kahn Mausaleum. He 
was a fat king from Pakistan 
who visited this area to have 
the salt extracted from his 


following our. 


body by the dry, desert sand. 
He visited for many years, 
apparently being helped 
health-wise. He built a lovely 
Summer home overlooking 
the Nile and an elaborate 
Mausaleum to enclose his, 
his wife's and step-son’'s 
bodies. His stone is marble 
from Italy, the most beauti- 
ful, unblemished in the 
world. The remainder of the 
enormous building, open to 
the sky but with many 
columns, was built of gray, 
black and pink granite from 
Egypt. The view from behind 
the Masaleum fo the sail- 
boats on the Nile, the Islands 
formed by the Nile, the City 
of Aswan, with tall hotels, 
mosques and even the 
Aswan Dams in the distance, 
formed the most beautiful, 
panormaic view we had seen 
on the entire trip. It was just 
gorgeous and even breath- 
taking. There’s a monument 
to the construction of the 
Aswan Dam in the back- 
ground erected to the 
friendship and industry of 
the Russian and Egyptian 
people. The Egyptians no 
longer take pride in it and 
refer to it as ‘‘The Thing.” 

Our plans now are to 
move from Aswan on to 
Alexandria on the Medi- 
terranean by way of train, 
through Luxor again, chang- 
ing in Cairo to bus, travelling 
North over 600 miles - almost 
the entire length of the Nile 
in Egypt. 

There are several attrac- 
tions we look forward to in 
Alexandria, in addition to 
cool breezes from the 
Mediterranean. They in- 
clude: Montazah (King 
Farouk’s) Palace and 
Gardens, the Greco-Roman 
Museum, Pompeii’s Pillar, 
Catacombs and the Roman 
Amphitheater. And, _ of 
course, the kids look forward 
to swimming in the Med- 
iterranean and maybe 
finding some food similar to 
that ‘‘back home.”’ 

Last night and yesterday 
were just about too much. 
We almost literally covered 
the entire country. of Egypt 
and the near length of the 
Nile, travelling and awaiting 
at least twenty-four hours - 
fifteen hours on the train and 
another four hours by bus 
from Cairo to Alexandria. 
The trek from Cairo to 
Alexandria was through the 
desert all the way - a long, 
dull trip. 

There were evidences of 
feeble efforts to conquer the 
desert but that endeavor 
be most discouraging. 
There’s even an area set 
aside and named ;*‘Sadat 
City’’ - with beginning lay- 
outs of streets, etc. Suppose 
they're trying to do as Saudi 
Arabia is doing in their 
efforts with the United States 
to build a new city in the 
desert. 

When we first saw ihe 
Mediterranean after arriving 
in the city, everyone 
cheered, This was hopefully 
the best place we had visited, 
but it, too, has its problem as 
a coastal city. It’s tre- 
mendous in size (over 1-'4 
million), outreach and popu- 
lation. 

After settling in another 
medium rate hotel, we 
travelled for miles along a 
coastal street, not a boule- 


vard, viewing the old and 
new hotels and new 
businesses. It was the next

beautiful with the rough sea 
beating against the natural 


and concrete walls and 
occasional semiwhite 
occasional semiwhite 
beaches. 


Surprisingly, we ran into 
a combined Wimpy’s and 
Kentucky Fried Chicken 
Place. Our entire group 
seemed famished for a 
change in food, ordering 
three or four hamburgers or 
cheeseburgers. They were 
good, but it was a long way 
from the taste back home. 

We went to the now 
deceased King Farouk’s 
Palace and enormous estate. 
Everything we saw was proof 
that he was fabulously 
wealthy. I’ve never seen 
anything like it with acres of 
palm trees, other exotic 
trees, shrubs, flowers, and 
anything you would expect in 
a place like this - winding 
roads, a private harbour, 
bridges connecting the area, 
an elaborate entrance to the 
place as well as to the 
harbour and swimming 
beaches, It’s now a public 
park providing recreation for 
the City (deeded by King 
Farouk to the City and 
Country), but it must have 
been something in its day! 

The main interest for our 
young people was to swim at 
King Farouk’s private beach, 
and it was enjoyed by them 
on several occasions. They 
loved it! 

Following breakfast, we 
took three tours of real 
interest. They were the Cata- 
combs, Pompeitt’s Pillar and 
the Greco-Roman Museum. 

Had heard of and seen 
pictures and movies of the 
Catacombs, but never did I 
realize I would see the real 
thing. They were well below 
the ground and aired by 
shafts to the surface. As 
many as 300 mummies had 
been processed and stored in 
individual coffins located in 
slots in the wall but none 
were there now. All had been 
moved to various museums. 
Many Catacombs had been 
broken into by robbers and 
destroyed at low periods in 
history. Some for kings and 
queens were still intact. 
Their symbols were above, at 
both ends and the bottom of 
the tomb giving the ap- 
information as 
interpreted by our excellent 
guide. They were a marvel, 
all symbols being carved or 
cut deeply into the stone. 
Some, of ‘the lower_ levels 
were flooded and will 
probably never be restored. 
This is unfortunate but the 
economical cost of restora- 
tion sometimes is beyond 
an individual, a group or a 
country. 

Then to Pompeitt’s Pillar 
- a real :all round pillar the 
last of over 300 pillars 
originally builh in the. 
Temple. Most were des- 
troyed by invaders con- 
sidering them to be pagan. 
At this point, I was curious 
about how most antiquities 
had been destroyed. Our 
guide’s answer was, ‘‘By 
nature,”’ I ‘stepped off’’ the 
base of the Pillar (not the 
apron or walk) and it 
measured 29 steps or 87 feet 
- an amazing distance around 
it, signifying its enormity. It 
was thought that Pompeii’s 
Pillar was so named because 
his ashes were stored in a 
bronze box atop the Pillar, 
but it turned out to be a 
myth. It was determined that 
it was erected to honor 


Diclitian, one of the 
Crusaders, who had invaded 
and held the people captive. 
After a period, the people 
revolted. Later he forgave 
them for the revolt and gave 
them food (much wheat) 
which he should have 
shipped to Rome. Out of 
their appreciation for his 
kindness, they erected Pom- 
peii's Pillar in his, 
(Diclitian's) honor. 

Our last, and one of the 
most important and interest- 
ing visitations while in 
Alexandria, was to the 
Greco-Roman Museum, an 
enormous and _ spacious 
building containing every- 
thing imaginable - mostly 
statues, and all other arti- 
facts dating thousands of 
year B.C. Two things stick 
out in my mind as remarks 
made by the Guide: Number 
One was about the BEETLE 
being a symbol of 
ETERNITY based on the fact 


* that it pushed its egg (only 


one) from East to West daily 
representing the _ eternal 
rising and setting of the sun. 
They're made in all sizes, 
shapes and colors and for 
sale everywhere. Number 
Two was the fact that all tear 
drops of the mourners of the 
dead were collected and left 
with the mummies as a 
symbol of sorrow and 
affection. 

Well, I did something last 
night which we have not 
done before as a group and | 
would not do alone. We 
walked two blocks to Main 
Street after 10 o’clock to 
watch the crowds as they 
ended their Ramadan 
Religious Fasting Services at 
sundown to gather downtown 
just to celebrate. New York 
City, Chicago, or any other 
place I’ve ever been, was not 
like it. There were so many 
people one could hardly 
walk, and I felt uneasy at 
times from the crowdedness. 
Crossing the streets was 
taking one’s life in his own 
hands. People were color- 
fully dressed, maintaining an 
air of joviality, laughing, 
talking and walking the 
streets just to be in the 
crowds. They were standing 
in line for ice créam cones, 7 
Ups, Coca Colas. Coca Colas 
and 7 Ups are the biggest 
things in this country. In- 
terestingly, I have not seen a 
liquor store, or beer garden, 
not have I seen anyone drunk 


or even what I would 
consider ‘‘tipsy.’’ Maybe 
this was part of their 


Religious Celebration. In 
fact, I’ve not seen a drunk 
since I’ve been here, but I’ve 
seen a lot of people asleep on 
the grass, on the streets, 
alongside the road and 
almost under every shade- 
tree, due primarily to the 
heat, 1 would assume. 

Anyway, we maintained a 
close-knit group as we wound 
our way through the con- 
gestion ending up along the 
Mediterranean on a near full 
moon before cautiously 
venturing to the comfort and 
security of our hotel rooms. 

It is good to be back in 
Cairo again looking out over 
the city from the same 
balcony I used almost two 
weeks ago. The city is still in 
a haze before sunrise, and 
not many people are stirring. 
People by the dozens are still 
asleep in the park, English (I 
believe) Sparrows are be- 
ginning to cheep, small cars 
(mostly the car population) of 
every make are beginning 
their ‘‘beep, beep’’ as they 
rush around, people are 
wandering almost aimlessly, 
oil trucks are on the move, an 
occasional bigycle darts by, 
buses are showing more fre- 
quently, but ole Ramases Hl, 
the grotesque statue of the 
King relocated in a park in 
the heart of the city, contin- 
ues to face West and look 
seen as the city comes to 
life.

Cairo, the Capital, has more 
buildings, being the Capital 
City and continues to ex- 
pand, improving all the time, 
but hot in mid-day. Presently 
as I finish my writing it’s 
delightfully refreshing even 
amid the increasing noises of 
a 6 million population’ city 
coming alive in the early 
morning. Alexandria, a 
seaport, large resort city on 
the Mediterranean Sea is 
bustling and faster-moving 
with more pleasant tempera- 
tures, yet little rain. Parts of 
it along the beach are almost 
like Miami Beach. In fact, it 
has an area known as Miami 
Beach! 

After two full weeks in 
Egypt, the last day finally 

arrived for us to leave for the 
good ole USA. We boarded 
our Alia Jordanian 747 plane 
at 10:30 p.m. and headed for 
Amman, Jordan, arriving 
there after midnight. We 
spent a wonderful night in a 
newly built, very modern 
Ambassador Hotel. This was 
real treat compared to 
some of the accommodations 
we found in Egypt. 

After the now customary 
Continental Breakfast fol- 
lowed with our return to the 
Airport for our return home 
with only one change in New 
York! Hooray! Spirits are 
now high and all’s well with 
the world. Everyone now 
wants to put the travelling 
difficulties behind him, 


- aspiring now to the last leg of 


our trip back to ‘‘Home 
Sweet Home.”’ 

To add to the further 
enjoyment 
when the flight was called, 
the announcer stated that the 
flight to New York would 
make one stop-over in Am- 
sterdam. Enroute we flew 
from the Continent of Africa, 
into Asia and on to Europe. 
In addition to flying from 
Egypt and into and out o 
Jordan and the Netherlands, 
we saw from the air the cities 
of Damascus, Beirut and 
Glasgow, along with many 
others we could not identify-- 
small, medium, and large. 
We overflew Syria, Lebanon, 
Cyprus, Turkey, Greece (saw 
the Black Sea), Bulgaria, R 
(saw the Black Sea), 
Bulgaria, Roumania, Czech- 
oslovakia, Germany, Scot- 
land and maybe others. 

In the middle of a meal 
aboard our plane, the Cap- 
tain announced that the 
snow-capped mountains of 
Greenland along with float- 
ing icebergs could be seen 
clearly. | almost dumped my 
tray getting up to a look, It 
was an unforgettable sight-- 
one I shall remember with 
awe all my life--a fantastic 
view, even at 39,000 feet up. 
It was hard to imagine the 
height of the mountains and 


,the amount of snow from the 


tops to the bottom of them, 
Also icebergs, were floating 
around like sail boats. Makes 
one wonder where the name 
GREENLAND came from as 
we peered down at such a 
view. 

The: Captain has just 
announced that we are now 
over Labrador, east of 
Canada proper.

So, our trip continued on 
to New York; with an unex-

Changes In 


Some changes in Coffee 
County’s food stamp pro- 
gtam - as well as in the food 
stamp program nationwide - 
came about recently, as the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security put into effect new 
rules issued in connection 
with Congressional amend- 
ments to the federal food 


Food 


Stamp Program 


$250, down to $1,500, the 
amount most households can 
have in resources and still 
qualify for food stamps. A 
household's eligibility _ for 
food stamps is based on its 
income and its resources, 
which include such assets as 
stocks, bonds and money in 
the bank. 

“We don’t know exactly 


on the food stamp program tn 
Alabama, but we understand 
it is not expected to have a 
tremendously big impact,"’ 
Ron Smith, Director of the 
Coffee County Department of 
Pensions and Security, said. 
‘Most of the changes Con- 
gress has made in the food 
stamp program, however, 
are aimed at saving money, 
and the federal government 
estimates the resource 
change will save about $20 
million nationwide." 

The only exception to the 
resource rule occu:s in fam- 
ilies of two or more people 


families, as before, can con- 
tinue te have up to $3,000 in 
resources, 

As in all other states, 
Alabama's food stamp pro- 
gram is operated in compli- 
ance with regulations of the 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, which supplies all of the 
food stamps. Two other new 
USDA rules, both of them 
the result of the same 
changes in federal law, also 
became effective on the first 
of October. 

Under one of these rules, 
help with energy costs that 
anyone receives from the 


determining eligibility. Ano- 
ther new rule discounts, for 
eligibility urposes, the 
value of any licensed vehicle’ 
in the household if it is used 
to transport a physically 
disabled household member. 

“These new rules repre- 
sent only a few of many 
changes in federal law enact- 
ed last May,"’ Smith com- 
mented. ‘'The USDA has not 
set implementation dates for 
most of the other changes."’ 

One of the changes 
already in effect, he added, 
has eliminated some college 
students from the food stamp 
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those who are under 18, over 
60, or disabled, along with 
those who have dependents 
or who work half-time but 
still qualify for food stamps.

The win upped Goshen’s 
record to 3-2, while the loss 
dropped Brantley to 0-6. 

Brantley received the 
opening kick and got good 
field position when Terry 
Pease returned the kick 26 
yards to the Bulldog 40-yard 
line. Three plays left the 
Dogs with a fourth down and 
21, amd .a short punt put 
Goshen in business at the 
45-yard line. 

The Eagles got down to 
the 26, but could get no 
closer and turned the ball 
over on downs. Brantley was 
again forced to punt, and this 
time Goshen marched all the 
way down to the Bulldog 
9-yard line.

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LOOKING AHEAD 

One of the worst things 
that could happen in this 
county would be for the 
younger farmers to become 
discouraged over this 1980 
crop year, It isn't any easier 
on older farmers, but they 
realize much better than the 
young that extremely poor 
crop years occur. 

I look for new adjust- 
ments in agriculture in this 
country. If we don’t have 
some adjustments where the 
farm people can make a 
living, it is going to hurt all of 
us. In fact, the farmers’ 
vroblems didn’t just begin 
With low yields this year. 
They have been in a high- 
investment, high-risk and 
low-return _ situation _for 
several years. 


SOYBEAN YIELDS 

I have a nice, neat chart 
which gives a formula for 
estimating soybean yields. 
We have about 35,000 acreas 
of beans in this county which 
will make anywhere from 0 
bushels up to probably 50 
bushels per acre, 

A lot of soybean _pro- 
ducers like to estimate the 
number of bushels which a 
field will produce. If you 
would like to have a copy of 
the formula for estimating 
the yield on your soybeans, 
call or write us and we will 
send you a copy.

2. It increases availability 
of other nutrients. 

3. It improves the availa- 
bility of native soil nutrients. 

4. It improves micro- 
biological activity. 

5. It encourages growth 
of nodules on certain 
legumes. 

6. It reduces toxic effects 
of manganese and aluminum 
in the soil. 

All of these factors are 
beneficial to plant growth. 

We have the soil testing 
supplies available at the 


office and also at agri- 
business throughout the 
county. 

TRACTOR SAFETY 


When operating on the 
highway, tractor operators 
must follow all the rules of 
the road. Use appropriate 
hand signals to warn others 
of your intentions. Alabama 
Law requires all tractors and 
slow equipment which are 
used on the highway to be 
equipped with a  Slow- 
Moving-Vehicle (SMV) 
emblem. The emblem should 
be mounted near the center 
of the yehicle or implement 
and 2-S feet above the 
ground. 

When you move equip- 
ment on the highway, always

control, beware of blind 
intersections, and stay in 
your lane, If traffic builds up 
behind you, pull off the road 
and let it pass.

this year’s crop. He said he 
was going to load all of his up 
and take them to the landfill. 
Whether you take yours 
to the county landfill or not, 
you certainly do need to 
dispose of these cans so that 
they will not be a hazard to 
young people who might 
come in contact with some of 
these poisonous materials. 


PECAN DISEASES 


Pecan leaves are falling-- 
a sure sign that fall is 
approaching. During the fall 
a lot of limbs and twigs will 
be breaking off pecan trees 
and falling along with leaves. 
In _ addition, mummied 
pecans will be dropping. We 


do very little spraying for 
pecan diseases in this county 
because most people have 
only a few trees and spraying 
is expensive. 

One of the best ways to 
prevent pecan diseases next 
year is to rake up all of the 
old leaves, twigs and worth- 
less nuts. Put them in a gully 
or some place where they 
won't affect your pecan 
trees. Allowing the leaves 
and limbs to remain causes 
increased pecan diseases the 
following year. Keep under- 
neath the trees as clean as 
possible. 


BROILER SHORTCOURSE 

We are cooperating with 
the Enterprise State Junior 
College in a_ six-session 
Broiler House Management 
Shortcourse. Topics to be 
discussed include general 
management practices 
handled by Ray Hilburn and 
Mike Hughes of Con-Agra 
and Billy Paul Watkins of 
Southland. 

The second session will 
be on brooder maintenance 
and will be held at the Farm 
Center in New Brockton, The 
remaining meetings include 
pest control by Dr. Gene 
Strother of Auburn Exten- 
sion, ventilation by Mr. 
Harold Watson of Auburn, 
and other subjects handled 
by ConAgra and Southland 
personnel, 

This is an_ excellent 
opportunity to learn more 
about ways to improve in 
broiler production. The 
meeting will be held each 
Tuesday and Thursday night 
beginning October 14 at 7:00 
p.m. All sessions will be at 
the Junior College except for 
October 16 which will be at 
the Farm Center.

PLANTING 

October is the best time 
of the year to get your site 
prepared for planting fruit 
trees. Getting ready to plant 
fruit trees includes a soil test 
and liming if necessary. 

In planting new fruit 
trees, don’t make the 
mistake of getting your trees 
too close to a house or 
building or too close to- 
gether. You have to re- 
member that trees grow and 


get large over a period of 
years and need a lot of space. 


A few Coffee County 
people will plant the newer 
varieties of apples, plums, 
peaches, and pecans. If you

Gully Stabilization 
Approved For 
Contracting .. 


Gullies along the Dewey 
Johnson Road in the Wilker- 
son Creek Watershed have 
been approved for contract- 
ing. These are located just 
off the Bellwood Road, East 
toward the Intersection of 
167 and 84. These gullies lie 


parrallel to a dirt road that is 
used by school buses and car 
traffic therefore were hazar- 
dous to public safety. This 
was the primary reason this 
site was selected first. The 
estimated cost of con- 
struction is approximately 
$166,000. 

The Coffee County Com- 
mission and Coffee County 
Soil and Water Conservation 
District are co-sponsors of 
the project. This will be the 
first contract let under the 
newly approved Wilkerson 
Creek Watershed Project. 
This overall project will 
exceed 3 million dollars to 
stabilize critical areas and 
stop erosion in the water- 
shed, 

The next contract will be 
for 10 large caving gullies on 
private landowners in the 
watershed area, This project 
provides farmers and land- 
owners in the watershed 
opportunity to treat erosion 
problems and apply certain 
erosion control practices on 
their farms. These practices 
include terraces, grassed 
waterways, diversions, tile 
outlet systems, sediment 
basins, critical area planting, 
grass planting and tree 
planting. 

Cost sharing and tech- 
nical assistance are proveded 
by the Soil Conservation 
Service through Long Term 
Contracts (5-10 years in 
length) and the farmer 
practices good conservation 
measures that will maintain 
the conservation practices 
and the topsoil. These 
contracts will be developed 


.with the landowner by the 


District Conservationist. 

The general location of 
thw Eilkerson Creek Water- 
shed is between the Dothan 
Highway and the Geneva 
Highway down to the Choc- 
tawhatchee River. The 
Watershed includes 23,800 
acres-1800 in Dale County; 
3000 in Geneva and 19,000 in 
Coffee County. If you are 
within this area and not sure 
of which watershed you are 
in call or come by our office.
